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AUGUST  UWIFORM  PRICE  $3.88 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $3.88  for  August  deliveries  of 
Grade  A  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte,  Indiana,  milk  order. 

The  uniform  price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent  and  will  be 
adjusted  by  a  differential  of  7.2  cents  for  each  one-tenth  percent  that  tests 
vary  above  or  below  the  3-5  percent  standard.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to 
a  3  cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  together  with  the  auth¬ 
orized  hauling  charges  and  the  3  percent  transportation  tax  on  hauling. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 

Producers  delivered  16,  68l,8UO  pounds  of  milk  to  handlers  on  this  market,  and 
of  these  receipts,  73.33$  were  allocated  to  Class  I  for  computation  of  the 
uniform  price.  A  year  ago  78.10$  of  the  deliveries  were  allocated  to  Class  I ; 
however,  producer  receipts  were  27.08$  higher  than  last  August.  There  was  a 
slight  decline  in  receipts  from  July  1957  of  1.11$  on  a  daily  basis,  but  the 
average  daily  herd  production  is  still  above  500  pounds.  The  average  daily 
herd  production  is  20  percent  higher  than  a  year  ago  and  2 9  percent  higher 
than  two  years  ago. 

CLASS  I  SALES 

Class  I  sales  increased  sharply  over  July  of  this  year  by  6.68  percent  and  almost 
15  percent  over  a  year  ago.  The  Class  I  sales  a  year  ago  were  about  6  percent 
higher  than  July  of  that  year,  indicating  that  sales  this  year  are  following  the 
same  pattern  as  in  1956.  There  were  2U7 ,389  pounds  of  milk  sold  as  Class  I  to 
unapproved  handlers  in  the  delivery  period  of  August,  which  is  considerably 
more  than  has  been  sold  in  this  category  for  the  last  three  years.  This  could 
indicate  that  outlying  or  surrounding  milk  supplies  are  not  as  plentiful  as  in 
the  past. 

BULK  TAWK  STATISTICS 

As  of  the  end  of  July  1957,  HU. 21  percent  of  the  producers  on  this  market  were 
bulk  tank  shippers,  and  they  were  supplying  58.81  percent  of  the  total  producer 
receipts.  For  comparative  purposes,  as  to  the  rate  of  conversion  to  bulk  tanks, 
the  percentage  for  July  1956  was  23.6 9$  by  number  and  33.70  percent  by  volume. 

By  actual  number  of  producers,  there  was  an  increase  of  231  in  bulk  tank  over  the 
period  of  a  year,  while  the  total  number  of  producers  increased  by  only  62.
